Save Reserves 
At Colorado U. 


Boulder, Colo. <AP>.—You might 
call the Colorado university foot­ 
ball team ‘ machine-made’’ this fall. 
Mechanical equipment devised by 
Coach Bernard P. (Bunny) Oakes 
is playing a strong part in teaching 
Buffalo linemen and ball carriers 
tricks of the gridiron trade. 
The 
machines 
give 
the 
third 
stringers 
a 
"break” 
too. 
Varsity 
men can practice on wood and steel 
part of the time instead of the bat­ 
tered physiques of the “scrubs.” 
Oakes calls his four machines end 
sleds, 
line

He also is working on a .sys­ 
tem of dummies, set upright in 
ground sockets, which can be shift­ 
ed to any desired formation.
